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Chiefs say 
closure of 
underpass 
will go on 

A MAJOR underpass in 
West Bromwich will remain 
closed until the middle of 
next month, highways 
bosses confirmed. 

Work started in December 
to the A41 Expressway and 
was due to initially last just 
eight days. Drivers were 
then warned to expect 
delays into the new year, and 
it has now been revealed 
work will continue until 
mid-February. 

An inspection of the £25 
million underpass revealed 
defects in the road surface. 

The sub-standard surfac¬ 
ing was removed before 
Christmas which has given 
access to underlying con¬ 
struction. 

Further inspections, 
testing and monitoring have 
been completed during the 
last two weeks to ensure 
that there are no underlying 
problems and preparatory 
work is now under way. 

Inspections have shown 
that the surface on the rest 
of the island meets or exc¬ 
eeds the required standard. 

The checks were carried 
out before the council finally 
takes responsibility for the 
maintenance of the road. 

The underpass officially 
opened in November 2012 
following more than two 
years of building work. 

It was designed to speed 
up traffic flow along the dual 
carriageway which runs 
between the town and junc¬ 
tion one of the M5.

Decision time for Anelka over fight on

WEST Bromwich Albion striker 
Nicolas Anelka has until 6pm today 
to decide whether or not to accept or 
contest his FA misconduct charge. 

The 34-year-old, who faces a min¬ 
imum five-match ban if found guilty, 
hit back on Tuesday by tweeting a 
video claiming his controversial 
‘quenelle’ goal celebration was not 
anti-Semitic. 

He posted a link to a clip in which 
Roger Cukierman, president of 
French-based Jewish group CRIF, 
claimed the gesture was not anti- 


Semitic if performed on a football 
pitch. He tweeted the link with the 
message ‘Rien a ajouter’ which 
translates as ‘Nothing to add’. 

Anelka was speaking to lawyers 
this week after the Baggies told him 
he must pay his own legal bills if he 
fights the allegation. He met officials 
and was told that, while the club will 
help any challenge, it will not pay for 
legal counsel. 

The striker made the gesture 
during the West Ham match on 
December 28. He claimed his actions 


were in support of French comedian 
Dieudonne M’bala M’bala and not 
intended to be offensive. 

The Baggies have insisted the ex- 
France international remains avail¬ 
able pending an FA decision. 

After Anelka was charged, Kick It 
Out released a statement that read: 
“The FA has previously demon¬ 
strated its commitment to taking 
effective and swift action to deal with 
all forms of abusive conduct in foot¬ 
ball, and has spent a longer time 
than desirable in order to give

careful consideration to the allega¬ 
tions made in this case.” 

The charge came after club spon¬ 
sors Zoopla said it would not be 
extending its deal with Albion past 
the summer. But leading football 
pundit Gary Neville called on Albion 
to ditch Zoopla immediately. The ex- 
England defender, said: “The idea 
that a sponsor gets invol-ved and 
takes an isolated incident as being a 
reason to get rid of a whole football 
club is absolutely ridiculous.”

OWNER IN COURT 
AFTER DOG 1$ SHOT 


A DOG OWNER has appeared in court 
after armed police shot dead a pit 
bull-type dog and captured another 
which were on the loose in a quiet res¬ 
idential street. 

Residents were stunned as police descended on the 
street in Bearwood following reports that the dogs 
were loose. The road was closed off and residents told 


to stay indoors. 

One of the dogs was killed 
at the scene in Richmond 
Road by a police marksman, 
as cordons were set up to 
keep residents back on 
Monday evening. The other 
dog was caught safely by spe¬ 
cialist police dog handlers in 
a rear garden of one of the 
homes in the street. 

Force incident manager, 
Chief Inspector Jack Hadley, 
said: “Specialists from West 
Midlands Police’s Dog Unit 
attempted to secure the dogs 
but they were unable to 
contain them. 

“Richmond Road was 
secured by police officers as 
a firearms unit was called to 
the scene; one dog was shot 
and killed whilst another 
was located in a rear garden 
and taken to our specialist 
dog unit. Further inquiries 
are continuing.” 

The road was closed for 
more than two hours. 

One of the residents, a 
woman in her 30s who did 
not wish to be named, said:

“We couldn’t believe it when 
we saw all the police. We 
thought we heard a shot but 
we stayed indoors as we 
didn’t know what was hap¬ 
pening, it was chaos for a 
while.” 

Another resident from 
nearby Merrivale Road, a 
30-year-old man, said: 

“There are young families 
around here,” he said. “I was 
amazed when they said 
there were pit bulls on the 
loose. The roads were sud¬ 
denly full of police and they 
were blocking the road off.” 

Dog owner Muneer 
Ahmed, 33, of Priory Close, 
Smethwick, appeared at 
Sandwell Magistrates’ 
Court yesterday to hear 
accusations he let the dogs 
roam uncontrolled in Rich¬ 
mond Road on Monday. 
Ahmed faces one count of 
allowing dogs to be danger¬ 
ously out of control in public.

Trust's joy 
as waiting 
times for 
A&E drop 

WAITING times in A&E at 
Sandwell’s hospital trust 
have improved over the past 
three months according to 
new figures. 

Sandwell and West Birm¬ 
ingham NHS Trust was one 
of the worst in the region for 
not seeing patients quickly 
enough but is now among 
the best. 

A total of 95.17 per cent of 
patients were seen within 
the government target of 
four hours in November and 
that figure rose to 95.37 per 
cent last month. 

Toby Lewis, chief execu¬ 
tive for the trust which runs 
Sandwell and City Hospitals 
said: “For the first time since 
2009, the trust has met the 
national standard in Nov¬ 
ember and in December 
2013. And so far in January 
2014 we are one of the 
highest rated teams in the 
country. Despite an 11 per 
cent rise in volume this year, 
compared to the last, we 
have improved our turn¬ 
around times. 

“Crucially the very 
longest waits - of more than 
10 hours - have fallen from 
over 500 patients a month in 
March of last year to less 
than 15 in December, out of 
20,000 people being seen 
every month.” 

It comes after it was 
revealed earlier this month 
that many hospitals in the 
West Midlands are still 
failing to meet the four hour 
government target to see 
patients in A&E. 

Ward hit by 
virus opens 

A WARD at Sandwell Hospi¬ 
tal which was closed after an 
outbreak of norovirus re¬ 
opened to visitors on 
Monday. 

Lyndon 3 ward at the West 
Bromwich hospital was 
closed to visitors after two 
confirmed cases last week. 

Colin Ovington, chief 
nurse at Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust, said: “Lyndon 3 has 
now reopened to visitors. 
The ward was deep cleaned 
over the weekend and there 
have been no patients with 
further symptoms.”

Jayplas remains closed 
six months on from fire 
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DESTROYED in the biggest 
fire the West Midlands has 
ever seen - the Jayplas 
recycling plant still remains 
closed six months later 
despite a mammoth 
attempt to open it. 

Bosses had originally said 
they hoped their Smethwick 
base would be open by the end of 
last year, but have now con¬ 
firmed building work is still 
taking place. 

The news comes as the Govern¬ 
ment faced criticism for ‘compla¬ 
cency’ over the threat and costs of 
fires at recycling depots. 

The Dartmouth Road centre was 
destroyed in July after a small flame 
from a Chinese lantern grew into 
the largest blaze West Midlands Fire 
Service had ever encountered, 
causing £6 million of damage. 

The company is currently work¬ 
ing to ensure it can open as soon as 
possible. Spokesman Mike Maxwell 
said: “We are still doing remedial 
work to the site and when this has 
been completed we will then meet 
with the Environment Agency and 
agree a date with them when the site 
commences operations.” 

Precautions 
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He said that safety would con¬ 
tinue to be the top priority when it 
does eventually reopen. 

“This fire was a tragic accident, 
totally out with our control,” he 
added. “Our site was praised by the 
fire brigade as being ‘best practice’ 
with regard to systems, procedures 
and general fire precautions.” 

The fire was the second to take 
place at a recycling centre after the 
huge blaze that caused damage to a 
site in Kidderminster in June, and 
since then recycling depots in Wed- 
nesbury, Darlaston and Birming¬ 
ham have also gone up in flames, 
raising concern among the commu¬ 
nities living near to them and calls 
for changes to the way the sites are 
managed. 

Rakesh Aggarwal, owner of RK 
Pharmacy in Lewisham Road, 
Smethwick, said many businesses in 
the area remained concerned about 
the possibility of future fires.

“The fire affected the business 
because of the road closures that 
lasted a week. Our trade fell quite a 
bit because we rely upon passing 
trade,” he said. 

“It’s always a worry that some¬ 
thing like this could happen again. It 
would be better if they moved the 
site out of the area as it’s slowly 
becoming more residential.” 

Meanwhile, Warley MP John 
Spellar, whose constituency inclu¬ 
des the Jayplas plant, has accused 
the Government of ‘breathtaking’ 
complacency following a question to 
Fire Minister Brandon Lewis. 


Mr Spellar asked him what esti¬ 
mates he has for the cost of dealing 
with recycling plant fires, but in 
reply Mr Lewis said he had made no 
estimates as it is an operational 
matter for fire authorities. 

Mr Spellar said: “I am astonished 
at the minister’s complacency. Right 
across the region and the country 
there are more and more fires occur¬ 
ring at recycling storage depots. 

“Not only are these fires a danger 
to life and property, they are also an 
environmental threat and cost large 
sums for hard-pressed fire authori¬ 
ties. They need better regulation, 


yet the minister doesn’t even know 
how much this is costing.” 

Warnings of the dangers posed by 
sky lanterns were reissued in Dec¬ 
ember by firefighters, 200 of whom 
were needed to battle the Jayplas 
blaze. CCTV footage showed a 
Chinese lantern landing on the site, 
before it burst into flames. 

Pete Wilson, head of community 
safety for West Midlands Fire Ser¬ 
vice, said at the time: “The memor¬ 
ies of dealing with our biggest in¬ 
cident ever are still very fresh. Some 
of our firefighters were injured al¬ 
though, thankfully, none seriously.” 


Appeal is 
lost over 
jail term 
on drugs 

A WOMAN from the Black 
Country who was jailed for 
14 years for her role at the 
head of a £1 million opera¬ 
tion smuggling drugs inside 
tins of fruit has lost an 
appeal against the length of 
her jail sentence. 

Paulette June Chambers, 
from Smethwick, was put 
behind bars at Canterbury 
Crown Court in October 
2008 after she admitted 
being involved in cocaine 
importation. Her mother, 
Ambrozine Heron, then 77, 
was jailed for 13 years, but 
saw that cut to 10 years a few 
months later. 

Yesterday, in a bid for a 
similar sentence reduction, 
54-year-old Chambers, of 
Bearwood Road, took her 
case to the Court of Appeal, 
where top judges took only a 
few minutes to reject her 
plea. 

Giving judgment. Lord 
Justice Fulford said the 
mother’s sentence had been 
reduced because of circum¬ 
stances specific to her. “The 
difference in the ultimate 
sentences imposed on the 
applicant and her mother 
are entirely explicable on 
the basis principally of the 
age and health of Mrs 
Heron,” he said.

The colourful soft fruit 
head dolls are subject to a 
Europe-wide recall. They 
contain a chemical used to 
soften plastics which is 
banned in toys because it 
may cause cancer, deformi¬ 
ties in unborn babies and 
infertility in men. 

Councillor Simon 

Hackett, the boss of Sand- 
well’s children’s services 
department is now urging 
parents to be on their guard. 

His own two young chil¬ 
dren were given dolls as 
Christmas presents after 
being bought from Wednes- 
bury market by their unsus¬ 
pecting grandparents. 

He has since handed them 
in to the council’s trading 
standards team. He said: 
“We can’t be sure the dolls 
my children were given are 
exactly the same as the ones 
that have been recalled but 
they look very like them.” 

Trading standards chief 
Councillor Paul Moore said: 
“This is the first complaint 
we have had since last 
January and we have 
rechecked all our markets.” 
Anyone who has bought a 
doll should report it by 
calling 0845 4040506. 

Jail bill for 
Lapshyn to 
cost £l.lm 

KEEPING a Black Country 
mosque bomber in jail could 
cost UK taxpayers around 
£1.1 million, it has emerged, 
leading to calls for him to be 
deported. 

Pavlo Lapshyn was only in 
the country for five days 
before launching a 90-day 
terror campaign. 

He stabbed Mohammed 
Saleem three times in the 
back as he left his mosque in 
Birmingham before going on 
to plant three bombs outside 
mosques in Wolverhampton, 
Tipton and Walsall. The 25- 
year-old was jailed for life at 
the Old Bailey in October. 

Warley MP John Spellar is 
now asking ministers if Lap¬ 
shyn will be transferred 
back to his native Ukraine. 

Immigration minister 
Mark Harper has confirmed 
there is a deportation agree¬ 
ment between his homeland 
and the UK and Mr Spellar 
has asked if Lapshyn will be 
subject to that agreement. 


Jail term upheld for concierge in sex assault 


A LUXURY hotel concierge from Tipton who 
was jailed after he subjected an American 
businesswoman to a brutal sex assault in her 
room has been told he must serve every day 
of his eight-year sentence. 

Paul Abercrombie knocked out one of the 
women’s teeth and left her battered and 
bruised after trying to rape her in her room 
at the Westbury Hotel, in Mayfair, central 
London, in September 2012. 

Abercrombie, 24, of Scott Street, was con¬ 
victed at Southwark Crown Court last May 
of sexual assault, attempted rape, and 
assault and trespass with intent to commit a 
sexual offence. He took his case to the Court 


of Appeal in a bid for a cut in his sentence, 
however, his arguments were dismissed by 
top judges, Lord Justice Fulford, Mr Justice 
Hickinbottom and Mrs Justice Simler. 

Giving judgment and upholding the eight- 
year jail term, Lord Justice Fulford said 
Abercrombie had completely changed the 
woman’s life. 

Prolonged 

She was in London on a business trip and 
spoken to him on only one occasion, asking 
for directions and for a restaurant recom¬ 
mendation. 

When she got back to her room following 


a drink in the hotel bar, she found him 
already there. In a prolonged attack, he 
threw her around the room, punched and 
elbowed her in the face repeatedly and told 
her: “You know what I want.” 

She fought back, biting him so hard that 
her teeth reached the bone of his finger and 
when he eventually left, she was hysterical 
and police had to be called before she opened 
the door. 

At the appeal, Abercrombie, who has a 
three-year-old daughter, argued that the 
eight-year sentence was too long. 

But Lord Justice Fulford said: “The 
impact of these events on the victim has 


been very considerable. The emotional con¬ 
sequences for her have been profound, as 
have been the changes to her life. 

“It’s clear these events have affected the 
victim’s marriage and her social life and her 
work life. The process of giving evidence 
further and significantly increased her 
sense of nervous anxiety. 

“This was a determined attack, which 
lasted for a significant period of time, and 
the failure on the part of the applicant to 
achieve his objective was the result of the 
courageous resistance by the victim, rather 
than any hesitation on the part of the appli¬ 
cant.” The sentence was upheld.

HE WAS given the gift of life when 
he received a last-minute bone 
marrow transplant at Christmas. 
And now the relieved family of 
two-year-old Gaurav Bains say he 
is on the mend and progressing 
well. 

The youngster is currently recover¬ 
ing at Birmingham Children’s Hospi¬ 
tal following his life-saving operation 
on December 19. But he has managed 
to spend some time at his home in 
Tipton with his family, which they say 
has helped ‘cheer him up’. His father 
Sunny Bains, of Alexandra Road, said: 
“Unexpectedly a few days ago, they 
said we were allowed to take him home 
for a few days. 

“The doctors said it was good for us 
to take him home to help cheer him up 
and help with his morale. 

Happy 

“He was really happy being in his 
home environment. He just sat on the 
sofa but he was really happy with it.” 

It cam after a difficult festive season. 
On Christmas Day, while most children 
were with their relatives, little Gaurav 
had to spend it behind a perspex screen 
separated from his family. 

Doctors initially said he was only 
allowed to have one parent in with him 
at a time. They had to shower and 
change their clothes before going into 
his isolation room, and he could have 
no direct physical contact with his 
four-year-old sister Kiran. 

But he has been doing so well in 
recent days that the rules have been 
relaxed and he’s been able to cuddle 
both of his parents at the same time. 

Gaurav was born prematurely and 
often suffered from ill health as a baby. 

But early last year, after a series of 
chest infections, he was diagnosed with 
a rare blood condition called Mono¬ 
somy 7, which makes him more likely 
to contract leukaemia. 


MEMBERS of a West Bromwich church that 
had more than £186,000 of funds stolen by one 
of its own trusted bishops say they are ‘sad¬ 
dened’ and ‘deeply regret’ what happened. 

Self-proclaimed bishop Gerald Edmund admitted 
one count of fraud by false representation and two 
thefts and was jailed for two years at Birmingham 
Magistrates’ Court last Friday. 


The 77-year-old was a 
founding member of Bethel 
United Church of Jesus 
Christ - an apostolic faith 
organisation based in Kelvin 
Way. 

The court heard how the 
church’s trustees contacted 
the police after discovering a 
black hole in accounts, 
which led specialist investi¬ 
gators from West Midlands 
Police’s Economic Crime 
Unit all the way to 
Edmund - exposing the 
enormity of his dishonesty. 

Investigators discovered 
he cashed company cheques 
of up to £10,000 at a time 
and had made a money 
transfer out of the country 
for £14,000 as well as repeat¬ 
edly stealing petty cash. 

Detectives calculated he 
fraudulently pocketed in 
total £186,622.75. His crime 
came after an email scam in 
which a fake team of lawyers 
in the Congo told him he had 
been left 24 million dollars 
by a religious follower, which 
would be released on receipt 
of administration fees. 

Nathan Simmonds, spok¬ 
esperson for Bethel United 
Church of Jesus Christ, said: 
“The management of the 
Bethel Convention Centre, 
which is the business arm of 
the Bethel United Church of 
Jesus UK, is saddened by the 
events that have led us to the 
case and subsequent sen¬ 
tence issued on Friday. 

“We deeply regret the 
impact that this may have on 
the Christian and non- 
Christian community and

sincerely pray that these 
events will not dishearten 
people from putting their 
faith in God’s church.” 

Edmund of Lansdown 
Road, Bristol, helped found 
the group that has branches 
across the West Midlands, 
UK, USA and Jamaica more 
than 50 years ago and in 
2010 was promoted to 
manage its finances, but it 
was revealed that he had 
repeatedly written out 
cheques and cashed them at 
local banks. 

Investigating officer, 
Detective Constable Simon 
Hughes, said: “Bishop 
Edmund used his position of 
trust in the church to take 
advantage of parishioners’ 
charitable donations.” 

The church added that it 
is now working to secure the 
return of the stolen funds. 

Edmund was sentenced to 
two years for fraud by false 
representation and nine 
months for each of the two 
counts of theft, these are to 
run concurrently.

Families will be 'hit hard' by increases 


RENT rises which will see 
around 29,000 tenants paying 
£150 extra a year will ‘hit fami¬ 
lies hard that can least afford it’, 
it was claimed today. 

Cash-strapped Sandwell Council, 
which must make cuts of £100 
million by 2017, said it has no option 
but to increase charges for resi¬ 
dents. Bosses are being recom¬ 
mended to approve an average rent 


rise of 3.8 per cent from April at a 
meeting in the coming weeks. 

If approved, rent rises will vary 
depending on the size of their home. 
The average increase would be aro¬ 
und £3.19 extra per week over a 48- 
week rent year - an extra £153.12 a 
year. Councillor Steve Eling, the 
authority ’s finance chief and deputy 
leader, said the proposed new weekly 
average bill of £87.88 would still 
compare favourably with privately 


rented homes, where tenants typi¬ 
cally pay around £125 a week. 

He also stressed the council 
planned to keep the increase below 
the Government’s guideline for 
rises. Councillor Tony Ward, leader 
of the Sandwell Traditional Inde¬ 
pendent Party, however said that 
the proposal would hit families’ 
finances hard. 

He said: “This will not be very 
popular, to say the least. It’s very sad 


they are going to put the rent up at 
this point. If they put it up by around 
£3 a week, I dont think it will make 
that much revenue for the council so 
I can’t see that it would make an 
awful lot of difference to the 
council’s finances. It will hit the 
tenants hard though. 

“I think the council is spending 
money unwisely in other areas and I 
think they could potentially raise 
more money through other means. ” 



Webcam pervert jailed 
for grooming children 


HE POSED as a 15-year-old girl on Facebook 
to groom unsuspecting children into stripping 
for him on webcam. 

And now junior football coach Kevin Eaton is 
behind bars. The 30-year-old roofer from Tipton 
created a bogus account and befriended children as 
young as 11 claiming to go to a Birmingham school. 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that he also had 
a collection of naked photos of a girl. 

Eaton sent these photo¬ 
graphs to boys duping them 
into thinking that it was his 
alter-ego. The court was told 
that Eaton encouraged one 
girl to send a naked photo to 
him and then threatened to 
send it to her friends if she 
didn’t send more. 

The girl, now 13, was so 
distraught that she took an 
overdose and had to be 
treated in hospital. 

He admitted 30 sexual 
offences against children. 

Twenty counts were for 
inciting boys and girls to 
engage in sexual activity in 
front of webcams, seven 
counts relating to making 
indecent images of children 
- having encouraged them to 
send him naked photos - and 
three of distributing the 
images. They were commit¬ 
ted between July 2012 and 
March 2013.

A BUSINESSMAN who imported a unique 
car from America is to double his fleet due to 
an unprecedented demand for his wedding 
car services and the support of a local 
storage company. 

Rajpal Singh Jogi bought the striking 
Mitsuoka Le Seyde vehicle - a coach built 
car with outrageous styling - via the inter¬ 
net, and believes it to be the only example in 
the country. Mr Jogi has run a wedding sta¬ 
tionery business for more than 40 years in 
Birmingham and decided to offer the car as 
a new service to brides looking for a more 
unusual form of transport. 

The decision has proved to be such a 
success that another oversized vehicle is 


now on order, and he is moving to a larger 
unit at the Storage King self-storage facility 
in Birmingham Road, West Bromwich. 

Mr Jogi, of Soho Road, Handsworth, said: 
“We have 30 weddings booked so far this 
year so we are expanding by investing in 
another car and bigger storage facilities, 
which provide me with easy access and 
plenty of space to operate from. 

“Despite its size, the chauffeur-driven car 
is quite easy to manoeuvre and has very loud 
external speakers to provide music for when 
the bride arrives. For brides to arrive in such 
style adds that special touch to the occasion 
and we are amazed at the interest it has 
raised.” 


Mother 

Iain Willis, prosecuting, 
told the court how Eaton - 
who coaches a junior football 
team - tricked one victim 
who he began talking to 
when she was 11. 

He said: “The defendant, 
under his false name, told 
her ‘if you don’t send more 
pictures of yourself I will 
send the others (pictures) I 
have of you to your friends’. 

“This led the victim to 
break down and she told her 
mother who told the police.” 

After it was reported to 
police an investigation was 
carried out in March 2013 
that led Eaton to his 
parents’ home after they 
traced an IP address. They 
discovered he had contacted

up to 100 children using his 
fake profile. It also was 
found the paedophile had 
285 images of children and 
had distributed 285 images 
to other sexual predators - 
47 of which were moving 
images. 

Mr Willis read out victim 
impact statements to the 
court which had been writ¬ 
ten by parents. One of which 
said the psychological and 
physical damage had ‘chan¬ 
ged their lives completely’. 

Alison Scott-Jones, 
defending Eaton, of no fixed 
address, said: “I can offer no 
mitigation for Mr Eaton. 

“He knows he must take 
responsibility for his actions 
and that he will be serving 
substantial time in prison.” 

Judge Michael Dudley 
jailed Eaton for six years and 
told him he will serve half 
before being released on 
licence. 

He must also sign the sex 
offenders’ register for life 
and was also given a lifetime 
ban from working with chil¬ 
dren. 


Centre for 
referrals 
led by GPs 
opens up 

A NEW GP-led patient refer¬ 
ral centre has opened at 
Rowley Regis Hospital to 
help relieve pressure on hos¬ 
pital services during the 
winter. 

The centre is being funded 
by Sandwell and West Birm¬ 
ingham Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group and run by 
Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust, 
in a pilot scheme until 
March. 

The service brings 
together expertise from 
GPs, community matrons, 
nursing and therapy staff. It 
is available to patients aged 
16 and over who are regis¬ 
tered with one of Sandwell 
and West Birmingham 
CCG’s GP member practices 
and need further assess¬ 
ment or treatment, but not 
necessarily admission to 
hospital. 

Patients must be referred 
by their GR West Midlands 
Ambulance Service or an¬ 
other health service prov¬ 
ider. Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis MP James Morris, 
who chairs an all-party Par¬ 
liamentary group on mental 
health, visited the Primary 
Care Assessment and Treat¬ 
ment centre to find out more 
about its work. 

“This is an excellent ini¬ 
tiative by Sandwell and West 
Birmingham GPs and the 
Hospital Trust and demon¬ 
strates the benefit of giving 
local doctors the power to 
design services around the 
needs of our communities,” 
he said.

A SHOP has had its alcohol 
licence suspended and ano¬ 
ther has had a number of 
conditions imposed after 
they sold alcohol to under- 
18s.

NIP in talks 
over deadly 
temple raid 

SIKH leaders have met with 
an MP to discuss the revela¬ 
tion the UK may have played 
a part in a deadly raid on a 
temple in India, and how 
that may affect the commu¬ 
nity. MPs around the coun¬ 
try are calling for full dis¬ 
closure of all documents 
relating to the 1984 incident. 

And a group of around 40 
religious leaders met with 
Tom Watson, MP for West 
Bromwich East, in his office 
at Terry Duffy House in 
West Bromwich last week, to 
discuss the wider implica¬ 
tions for the community. 

The Prime Minister has 
ordered an investigation 
after previously secret docu¬ 
ments, released under the 30 
year rule, indicate an SAS 
officer helped Indian auth¬ 
orities draw up plans to rem¬ 
ove dissident Sikhs from the 
Golden Temple in Amritsar. 

Mr Watson said: “The 
Sikh community of the bor¬ 
ough are shocked about the 
revelations.” 


Joy over plan to breathe new life into bank 



MEMBERS of the public have welcomed 
moves for a bank on Bearwood’s high street 
to become a pub under new plans. Those 
behind a proposal to transform the former 
HSBC bank into a real ale public house say 
the plans could ‘breathe life’ back into the 
building. 

The last usage for the property, in the 
centre of the town’s busy main high street, 
was as a gold buying centre, but it has since 
stood empty. Now a planning application 
from Black Country Traditional Inns Ltd, 
submitted to Sandwell Council, has been 
drawn up to bring it back into use. 

A report from planning consultants Maple 


Design, submitted as part of the application, 
states: “This property would be altered to 
create a real ale public house serving tradi¬ 
tional beers, some of which are brewed by my 
client at The Old Bulls Head, Lower Gornal. 

“Our clients believe that the conversion to 
a public house would breathe life back into 
the building and ensure that it would con¬ 
tinue to be maintained at a high level.” 

It adds: “The internal layout of the build¬ 
ing has been designed to provide good use of 
space and workability as a public house, 
without, we believe, destroying the charac¬ 
ter of the building.” 

As part of the proposals, the first floor and 


attic would also be converted to include a 
manager’s flat. 

The plans already appear to be gathering 
support from Bearwood residents, who have 
been commenting on a town social network¬ 
ing website Bearwood Blog. One user, Paul 
Miller, said: “At last, something worthy of 
support. This is a real fillip after the relent¬ 
less march of takeaways, charity shops, 
pound shops, letting agencies etc. I look 
forward with anticipation to the introduc¬ 
tion of a proper pub on Bearwood Road.” 

Lyndsey Plant wrote: “New pub, new jobs, 
new lease of life for Bearwood. Long time 
coming. Welcomed with open arms. ” 


Massive scheme to replace 
power lines to cost £10m 


OVERHEAD electricity power 
lines stretching more than 14 
miles across Sandwell are to be 
replaced as part of a £10million 
project by National Grid. 

The company says the work is essen¬ 
tial and has vowed to keep disruption to 
the public at a minimum - with only 
one road closure announced so far. 

Some residents have already been given 
compensation ahead of the work. 

The line being replaced starts from 
Oldbury, goes north up to Ocker Hill in 
Tipton and east to Bustleholme in West 
Bromwich. A new 150 ft high pylon will also 
be built in Wednesbury. 

Work begins next month to put up scaf¬ 
folding and netting along 70 sections along 
the line where houses, businesses and roads 
are close by. The project is expected to be 
complete by the end of August. 

Project manager Chris Card said: “Most of 
this line runs through industrial and resi¬ 
dential areas and so, in order to carry out the 
work safely, it will be necessary to close some 
roads temporarily and erect scaffolding in 
some places. We will do our very best to keep 
any disruption to a minimum.” 

Maintenance 

He added: “This work is part of our 
national maintenance programme and, 
when complete, will make sure we can con¬ 
tinue to provide reliable electricity supplies 
across the region and the country as a whole, 
now and for the future.” 

At a drop-in event at Hill Top Methodist 
Church last week, residents were shown dis¬ 
plays illustrating the work and introduced 
to some of the team behind the work. 

One road closure announced so far is 
Beacon View Road, West Bromwich, which is 
expected to remain shut for traffic for up to 
three months from mid-April while teams 
work on the line above. 

Scaffolding and netting will go up over 
main routes along the line including the 
A41, Dudley Road and Great Bridge Street. 

Gary and Maureen Williams’ garden in 
Hampshire Road is underneath the line. 
They have already received around £1,000 
compensation ahead of the work. 

Mr Williams, aged 56, said: “They seem to 
be doing everything they can to minimise 
disruption, but we do wonder what noise 
there will be from this all. We have also been 
told there will be times we cannot go in our 
garden. 



Police investigate as body found in canal

A POLICE investigation was launched after 
the body of a man was discovered in a 
Smethwick canal. 

The discovery was made by a member of 
the public at around 2.20pm last Wednesday 
near the junction between Lewisham Road 
and Bridge Street North. 

The body, believed to be that of an elderly 
man, was found in a narrow section of the 
Birmingham Canal near to a lock, under¬ 
neath the Rolfe Bridge. 

He has not yet been identified, and his age 
is also unknown at this stage. The body was 


found in an industrial area of the town with 
several factory and warehouse units nearby, 
opposite the now derelict New Navigation 
public house. 

That section of the canal, which is next to 
a small car park, was sealed off by police and 
a blue tent was erected next to the waterway 
as they investigated the scene. 

Around 10 officers could be seen working 
next to the tent, while others could also be 
seen in the water. 

An ambulance and four police vehicles 
were in attendance. At the time of the find, 


West Midlands Police spokesman Lee Page 
said: “We can confirm a man’s body has been 
found in a canal. We were called at 2.20pm 
to Bridge Street North at Lewisham Road, 
Smethwick. The area has been cordoned 
off.” 

But police have since said the incident is 
not believed to be suspicious, and the case 
has now been handed over to the coroner. 

In May 2012, the body of 56-year-old 
Balbeer Singh Srah was also found in the 
canal by a passer-by, near to the Spon Lane 
bridge in Smethwick.

Neighbourhood 
office homes bid 

THE site of an office for¬ 
merly used by council 
tenants to pay their rent 
and bills could be turned 
into homes. 

Outline plans have been 
submitted by Warwick 
Homes about access to the 
former Springfield and 
Brickhouse neighbour¬ 
hood office in Rowley 
Regis. It had previously 
been used by Sandwell 
Homes for its tenants to 
pay bills. 

The Dudley Road office 
would be demolished first 
to pave the way for new 
homes, the proposals 
state. Developers say a 
more detailed application 
will be made later. 

Energy prices 
petition at 1,000 

MORE than 1,000 people 
have signed a petition 
calling for a freeze in 
energy prices. 

The Labour party has 
gathered the signatures 
with the number getting 
into four digits in Black- 
heath. Stephanie Peacock, 
the party’s candidate for 
Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis, said people in the 
constituency were paying 
on average an extra £114 
year for utility bills if not 
paying by direct debit. 

She said: “These pen¬ 
alty payments for cheque 
payers are a hidden tax on 
the elderly, the poor and 
those that don’t trust 
using direct debits.”

Jail for man who failed 
to keep horses healthy 


FOUR horses were found 
emaciated with skin infec¬ 
tions, standing in a muddy 
field, having been left for 
around four months with little 
to eat. 

RSPCA inspectors claimed the 
horses were among the most 
‘serious’ cases of neglect they had 
encountered. 

After being called to assess the 
horses in a paddock in Halesowen by 
concerned passers by, an inspector 
found one was so weak it had to lean 
against him for support. 

Neglect 

Now their owner is behind bars - and 
ordered not to have another animal for 
at least 20 years. 

Father-of-two Dean Young, aged 34, 
of Hilton Road, Tividale, Oldbury, wept 
as he was jailed for five months at 
Dudley Magistrates Court. 

But chairman of the bench, Mrs 
Jayne Pearson, told him: “We consider 
this to be a case of severe animal 
neglect.” 

Mr Nick Sutton, prosecuting on 
behalf of the RSPCA, said the charity 
was alerted by two women who spotted 
the suffering horses in an acre-sized

paddock off Manor Way. He said 
RSPCA Inspector Paul Seddon found 
six horses on the plot which he claimed 
was ‘wholly inadequate’ as one horse 
should have around an acre-and-a-half 
each of land on which to graze. 

A large bale of hay was found in the 
field but Mr Sutton said it was still 
inside its black plastic wrapping. Four 
out of the six animals were found to be 
in a poor condition. 

Reading the inspector’s report, Mr 
Sutton said: “When I examined the 
animal closely it leaned on me and 
stumbled when walking. I thought it 
was near to collapse.” 


Mr Sutton said the horses were 
found with hoof nails that had not 
been trimmed for up to six months. 

Mr Sutton said there were also signs 
the animals had developed skin condi¬ 
tions known as rainscold and mud- 
fever, which develop after prolonged 
exposure to damp conditions. 

Young pleaded guilty at a previous 
hearing to a charge of causing unnec¬ 
essary suffering to protected animals 
between January 30 and April 24 last 
year. 

He pleaded guilty on the basis he 
accepted responsibility for three of the 
horses’ plight but not the fourth, 
Rambo, which he said belonged to a 
friend. 

In interview, Mr Sutton said Young 
told RSPCA inspectors the horses had 
not seen a vet for a year. All four 
horses were taken from the field and 
have since recovered. 

Mr Harbinder Gahir, defending, 
said Young had been given the horses 
by a friend and he subsequently gave 
them as a present to his daughter to 
ride. 

He said: “This is an individual who 
had no real incite into horses. He took 
these horses on for his child.” 

After being jailed, Mr Gahir notified 
the court that Young will be consider¬ 
ing appealing his sentence.

Sex texts sent 
by man, 60 , to 
autistic teen 


A MAN who sent an autistic teenage girl texts 
encouraging her to engage in sexual activity 
after meeting on an internet chat site has 
been handed a community order. 

Christopher Hows was later found in possession of more 
than 100 extreme pornographic images and indecent pictures 
of children, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard last Monday. 


Hows, of Hodgetts Close, 
Smethwick, met the 14-year- 
old on an adult chat site, and 
the pair then sent hundreds 
of texts to each other over a 
four-day period. Mr Jason 
Aris, prosecuting, said 60- 
year-old Hows and the girl 
had both initially claimed 
they were 18 before telling 
each other the truth later on. 

It came to light after the 
girl’s mother discovered the 
text messages on her daugh¬ 
ter’s phone and told police. 

Mr Aris said Hows had 
sent a number of messages 
asking her about sexual acts 
she would be willing to 
engage in. He said a message 
was found where Hows ack¬ 
nowledged the girl was 14. 

He was charged with four 
counts of making indecent 
images of children, relating 
to 10 pictures found on his 
phone rated from level two 
to five on a scale - five being 
the most serious. Together 
with three charges of incit-

ing a child to engage in 
sexual activity, he also faced 
two counts of possessing ext¬ 
reme pornographic images. 

Hows initially denied the 
charges, which date back to 
May 2012, but pleaded guilty 
before the case proceeded to 
trial. In mitigation, Ms Kate 
Thomas said Hows had 
logged onto a sexually 
explicit adult forum and that 
the girl had sent the first 
text to Hows. Ms Thomas 
said Hows had not known 
the girl was autistic. 

Hows, who was previously 
made to sign the Sex Offend¬ 
ers Register, was handed a 
three-year community order 
with requirements of super¬ 
vision and to complete the 
sex offender groupwork pro¬ 
gramme. A sexual offences 
prevention order was made, 
lasting five years, and Hows 
was ordered to pay a £60 
victim surcharge.

The academy is the last pledge to be delivered by the 
Routes to Work partnership between National Express West 
Midlands and the JobCentre Plus. The Routes to Work ag¬ 
reement saw National Express West Midlands and the Job- 
Centre Plus agree to a host of measures to ensure that more 
young people and women got behind the wheel of buses.

A CHARITY is looking for volun¬ 
teer drivers to take patients to 
medical appointments in the Black 
Country. 

The Tividale-based Bridges Support 
Service supports people living with 
cancer and palliative care needs. As 
part of its service it offers transport to 
appointments for patients and carers. 

The organisation, which is part of 
the Murray Hall Community Trust, is 
now on the lookout for volunteer 
drivers to help meet demand for the 
service. 

Debbie Robinson, senior care co¬ 
ordinator, said: “We are a charity based 


in the Sandwell area and we work for 
Murray Hall Community Trust sup¬ 
porting people who have a cancer or 
palliative care diagnosis in Sandwell. 
We enable people to get to their hospi¬ 
tal appointments which is why the 
transport solutions was set up. 

“The client pays the mileage and our 
co-ordinator arranges the appoint¬ 
ments and co-ordinates drivers to 
enable payments to access their 
appointments. Because more and more 
people are being diagnosed we need to 
increase our volunteer numbers.” 

The service currently has 16 volun¬ 
teers and at any one time supports 
around 800 patients. Mrs Robinson 


said: “In the past clients have turned 
down treatment because they don’t 
know how they will get there if they 
haven’t got family members at home, so 
they haven’t always got people to take 
them to appointments. This gives 
people a reasonably priced other 
option.” 

Those interested in volunteering 
must hold a clean driving licence and 
will be subject to a Criminal Records 
Bureau check.

Leader hits out at threat 
to pensioners'free travel 


RUNNING costs should be cut 
at a transport authority before 
free train and tram travel for 
pensioners ‘because they 
built this country’, it has been 
claimed. 

West Midlands transport author¬ 
ity Centro said it has to slash £14 
million from its £146m annual 
budget because cash-strapped 
councils that fund it have been 
forced to make cuts of their own. 

It has launched a consultation on the 
proposals, which also include cutting 
the budget of the door-to-door Ring and 
Ride service used by pensioners and 
disabled people to get around. 

However, Sandwell Council leader, 
Councillor Darren Cooper, highlighted 
Centro spends around £19.5m on its 
operational costs - such as buildings, 
management and staff. He says Centro 
must trim that bill before ‘attacking’ 
the services it is tasked with providing. 

Operational 

The leaders of the seven West Mid¬ 
lands district councils that fund Centro 
had asked Centro to consult on ways to 
cut 10 per cent from its budget. 

Councillor Cooper said: “Why are 
they even thinking about taking the 
money out of front line services rather 
than looking at reducing operational 
costs? Once they did that, perhaps they 
would not be talking about stopping a 
free rail and tram pass. And Ring and 
Ride is a vital service to many vulnera¬ 
ble people. There are other ways of 
doing this. 

“I will be driving the message that 
pensioners should not be the ones that 
should be getting attacked. They built 
this country. My fellow council leaders 
need to be just as strong rather than the 
weak-kneed response they have made 
to Centro so far.”

Restoration or bus-t as GEA174 
double-decker is ready to roll

IT HAS been a 20-year 
labour of love. But for 
transport enthusiasts, the 
efforts to restore an old 
double-decker bus have 
been worth it. 

And now volunteers are 
ready to hop on board to show¬ 
case their work to visitors to 
the Black Country Living 
Museum in Dudley. 

A £40,000 restoration project 
has been carried out by members 
of the transport group at the 
museum to give the bus a new 
lease of life. 

The team will be proudly 
relaunching the GEA174 double- 
decker bus which was originally 
bought by West Bromwich Corpo¬ 
ration in 1952 as part of a fleet of 
20 before the local transport 
system was taken into private 
hands. 


The bus was used on the route 
74 between Birmingham, West 
Bromwich and Dudley, but it was 
withdrawn in 1969. 

The vehicle was then donated to 
Dudley Libraries and was kept 
stored in the former Midland Red 
garage in Wolverhampton. 

In the museum’s early years it 
was used to collect items - includ¬ 
ing Emile Doo’s chemist from 
Netherton which now stands 
roudly on the museum’s Canal 
treet. 

Permanently 

By 1980 bus GEA174 had moved 
permanently to the museum but 
as a kit broken into parts after a 
series of unsuccessful restoration 
attempts. 

Now, with funds raised by the 
group and particularly a bequest 
from Arthur Whitehouse, and a 
team led by Gordon Ibbotson, the 


bus has been restored to its glory 
days and is ready to take on a new 
generation of passengers. 

There has been a full engine 
refurbishment, the brakes have 
been overhauled, side panels have 
been replaced along with the 
flooring and replacement window. 

The radiator, which had several 
holes, has also been repaired and 
re-chromed and the exhaust has 
been replaced to get the bus back 
on the road again. 

Janet Small, who is the curator 
for industry and transport at the 
museum, said: “Creating the 
moquette for the seats was a 
painstaking process but it was all 
worth it. 

“It was made by Holds worth in 
Meltham, Derbyshire; the same 
company that created the leather 
trimming for the seats, in the 
same colour used in the Triumph 
Stag.” 

Finally, the bus was brush 


painted and transfers made and 
applied in-house to give it a fin¬ 
ished off look for visitors to 
enjoy. 

The costs were paid for by funds 
raised by the group and with the 
support of local companies offer¬ 
ing discounts or not charging for 
small fixings. 

The restored bus will now be 
taken out to a number of shows in 
the future as well as being used in 
order to help promote the 
museum. 

Mr Ibbotson added: “It has been 
a true team effort with members 
of the Transport Group and many 
others contributing at each stage 
of the long restoration.” 

The restored bus GEA174 can 
be seen by visitors to the museum 
on Transport Group days, usually 
on Wednesdays and Saturdays.

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NHS HEROES 

Matron Julie, who led 
ward's big turnaround 


WHAT do you do when a 
ward in your local hospital is 
failing? Staff sickness rates 
are up, vacancies are diffi¬ 
cult to fill, personal develop¬ 
ment reviews are not 
completed, patients and 
their relatives are not happy 
and six out of seven ward 
standards are not being met. 

Bring in matron Julie Romano - 
one of the first nurses to achieve 
the gold standard of the Trust’s 
‘Nursing with Pride’ awards. 

More than a breath of fresh air, 
Julie is a powerhouse of determina¬ 
tion, a nurse with a vocation, who 
cares about the patients she is resp¬ 
onsible for and the families they love. 

Coming from a background in retail 
management, Julie, aged 42, recog¬ 
nised her calling to care and aban¬ 
doned material trappings to study 
nursing nearly 15 years ago. 

Management 

No ordinary matron, she will lift 
you up with kindness. Her smile 
lights up a room and draws you close. 
When Julie says it will be all right you 
somehow know it will. 

In 1999 Julie left the heady world of 
expensive shoes as she abandoned her 
retail management role for a luxury 
footwear brand to study nursing. Fast 
forward to 2012 when she took up her 
first matron’s position in Sandwell 
Hospital’s Priory 2 ward, and literally 
turned the ward around with her 
inspirational leadership. 

She explained; “When I took up my 
role I knew it wouldn’t be easy, so I 
looked at where things were going 
wrong. I had one-to-ones with all my 
staff and realised that there was no 
perception that the ward was failing. 



ONCE again we focus 
some of our time on the 
quiet heroes from a wide 
variety of backgrounds, 
doing a wide variety of 
jobs, in one of the Black 
Country’s largest NHS 
organisations - 
Sandwell and West Birm¬ 
ingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust. 

It employs 7,500 people, 
many of whom live locally. 
Last year, the trust saw a 
patient on a face-to-face 
basis one and a half 
million times and provides 
care from 150 locations, 
as well as in the comfort 
of your own home. 

This week we highlight: 
JULIE ROMANO 


Studying closely it was obvious that 
staff were doing the right things and 
patient care was a priority, however it 
was in the details that we fell down, so 
that was obviously the place to start. 

“I like to go ‘under the radar’ and 
find out what happens at grassroot 
level. I instigated a set of motivational 
changes at rapid pace, which meant 
that every week for 12 weeks we made 
three changes.” 

What that meant for patients was a 
highly-skilled and energetic multi-dis¬ 
ciplinary team dedicated to their care, 
and a transformed environment, not 
least of which is a new dining room 
where patients are encouraged to eat 
their meals in a social setting. 

A weekly Matron’s Clinic and daily 


‘Visibility Round’ ensured that patients 
and relatives had opportunities to raise 
any concerns or pass on compliments. 
The result of all the changes was that 
after three months complaints about the 
ward stopped completely and there have 
been no complaints about the standard 
of nursing for over 12 months. 

Julie added: “It has been hard work, 
but immensely satisfying. We now meet 
all our ward standards and in October 
last year won the Trust Staff and Patient 
Engagement Award 2013. I’m very con¬ 
scious that I can leave the ward at the 
end of a busy day, but our patients can’t. 
It is up to us to get them fit and well 
quickly so they can move on with their 
lives.”

A DWINDLING congregation and 
crumbling building are common 
problems for churches across the 
country working hard to spread 
their faith. 

But one church in Quarry Bank is 
managing to keep its Sunday church¬ 
goers happy after spending thousands 
of pounds on a revamp. 

Improvements at Christ Church in 
High Street include the porch entrance, 
cleaning stained glass windows, inte¬ 
rior walls and even the altar cross as 


part of the £12,000 scheme. “It is all 
part of our approach at the church to 
make it more community- friendly and 
appealing,” said joint churchwarden 
and treasurer Brian Genner. 

“We believe it is working and we are 
seeing our numbers at services sta¬ 
bilise, we now want to welcome more 
people in. Before Christmas we had 
several services which were absolutely 
packed -1 think that is a sign that it is 
working.” 

The first phase of the renovation 
work included the main entrance porch 


to the building and the replastering of 
an interior wall. 

The second stage saw the church’s 
altar cross, two candlesticks and the 
eagle lectern taken away and cleaned 
by specialists in Stourport. New glass 
doors were then installed and the 
church’s stained glass windows 
cleaned up. Mr Genner said: “The 
church is looking great inside and has 
proved popular with members.” 

Mr Genner said the church next had 
plans to do a complete redecoration of 
the interior - at a cost of £30,000.

Ice cool celebrities face 
a wintery challenge 


I s there really space in our schedules 
for yet another celebrities-under-the- 
microscope series? 

Dancing on Ice’s final series is still 
on air, and we’ve only just said 
farewell to the latest run of Celebrity 
Big Brother. We’ve even had a brief 
run of a celeb-themed Great British 
Bake Off recently. 

But Channel 4 clearly think we need 
to see more famous faces out of their 
comfort zone - and the dozen 
handpicked for this new sporting 
reality show, hosted by Davina McCall 
and Alex Brooker, will definitely be 
that. 

With the start of Winter Olympics in 
Sochi, Russia, just a couple of weeks 
away, the broadcaster will be trying to 
get us in the mood for more snow and 
ice-based action by revealing how 12 
familiar folk get on as they undergo 
rigorous instruction in seven winter 
sports - skeleton, bobsleigh, speed 
skating, speed skiing, skier cross, 
slalom and ski jump - before 
competing against each other. 

Liam Humphreys, Channel 4’s head 
of factual entertainment, says of the 
show: “This promises to be a hugely 


entertaining and ambitious event and 
we can’t wait to take both our 
contestants and the audience on a 
white knuckle, vertigo-inducing ride.” 

Those taking part are former rower 
Steve Redgrave, ex-cricketer Darren 
Gough, comedian Marcus Brigstocke, 
hairdresser Nicky Clarke, party 
promoter Henry Conway, 5ive’s Ritchie 
Neville, ex-Pussycat Doll Kimberly 
Wyatt, Essex girl Amy Childs, singer 
Sinitta, and TV presenters Anthea 
Turner, Melinda Messenger and Laura 
Hamilton. 

They’ve been taken to a European 
destination for filming, where Winter 
Olympians Graham Bell and Amy 
Williams have been putting them 
through their paces. We’ll get to see 
how they’re getting on via on-piste 
reports and slow-motion footage of 
them in action. 

We may also get to see two other 
stars on the slopes. The original line¬ 
up included socialist Tara Palmer- 
Tompkinson and Flash Gordon actor 
Sam Jones. They were replaced by 
Hamilton and Neville respectively; 
Palmer-Tompkinson withdrew after 
deciding the contest wasn’t for her, 
while Jones was forced to quit by 


injury, which is a shame - those of us 
who grew up in the 1970s and 1980s 
would have loved to have seen how 
‘Flash’ dealt with life on the slopes. 

Both celebs did take part in some 
training, so hopefully we’ll get to see 
some of it in the first programme. 

Even those with only scant 
knowledge of sport will have realised 
that there’s more potential for danger 
in this show than in, say Dancing on 
Ice or Strictly Come Dancing. But it’s 
the final challenge that really sends 
shivers down the spine. 

The programme will be broadcast 
over nine consecutive nights, and 
whichever duo score the lowest 
number of points in each edition must 
take part in the terrifying ski jump to 
secure their place in the contest. 


“The format is simple and 
compelling; the scale is enormous,” 
says executive producer Andrew 
MacKenzie. “I’m looking forward to 
seeing our first skier patiently waiting 
at the top of a large ski jump ramp.”

As Britain prepares to commemorate the 100th 
anniversary of the start of the First World War, 
some politicians and historians have expressed 
concern that too many of us seem to have 
based our understanding of the conflict on 
repeats of Blackadder Goes Forth. Hopefully, they 
won’t have quite so many objections to this new 
four-part series, which has been co-produced with 
The Open University, and looks at the role The 
Great War’ played in creating Britain as we know it. 
In the opening episode, Jeremy Paxman charts the 
early stages of the war, including the mass 
recruitment of volunteer soldiers. But he also looks 
at how it affected the people left at home, who 
were gripped by a terror of invasion, seeing spies 
everywhere.

Doing our bit in the community 

Over the last 12 months Oldbury Swimming & 
Triathlon Club have worked closely with local 
schools, promoting Aquathlon & Triathlon events 
and participating in assemblies to provide free 
swimming lessons, all to encourage children into 
sport and to make sport a part of family life within 
the local community.

It is 
the latest building the cash- 
strapped authority is selling 
off as it has to make savings 
of £100 million by 2017 due 
to Government cuts. 

The site is less than two 
miles from junction two of 
the M5 motorway in 
Oldbury which Councillor 
Hussain said would make it 
an attractive site for devel¬ 
opers.

TRADERS which have seen a 
sharp drop in custom since 
the introduction of new 
parking charges have reiter¬ 
ated that they want a rethink 
on restrictions for motorists. 

Bosses at shops in Great Bridge 
have said they have seen profits 
more than halve, and regular cus¬ 
tomers choose to go elsewhere. 

Customers wanting to shop at the 
businesses in Horseley Heath can no 
longer park on the road outside shops 
since the introduction of a red route 
and must now park at a car park in Mill 
Street where they are charged 40p for 
the first hour and up to £2 for four 
hours. 

Last year, a group of local traders led 
by Tarlochen Singh-Mohr called on 
Sandwell Council to reconsider 
changes toparking. 

Restrictions 

“Businesses have had enough,” he 
said. The 43-year-old had until recently 
run SG media from a shop on the road, 
but moved at the end of last year. He 
said he was forced to move because of 
the parking restrictions driving away 
his customers. 

“If the traders don’t get help from 
the council soon there won’t be anyone 
left in the town, the shops can’t 
compete with Tesco, Asda and Lidl, 
who all have free car parks.” 

He added that the group recently had 
a meeting with the council to try to 
resolve the problem, but they felt their 
views had been ignored. 

Cabinet member for highways and 
environment, Councillor Maria Cromp¬ 
ton, said: “We are looking at the effects 
of car parking charges across the 
borough. At Great Bridge the parking 
restrictions in Mill Street were intro¬ 
duced at the request of the residents 
following public consultation.”

Novice gardeners may

A professional plant propagator will 
have already done the harden work of 
germination and your job is to give the 
plant enough space and light to grow to 
flowering size. 

To get these tiny treasures growing 
fast give them extra room and root 
space in a tip-top compost of your 
choice. 

Do this immediately after buying or 


otherwise the seedlings could easily 
dry out or grow lanky looking for light. 

For best results use trays that are 
ready separated into individual cells 
and a rich compost such as Miracle-Gro 
Expand ’n Gro or Miracle-Gro All 
Purpose Enriched Compost.

The club has some elderly people who 
never really see anyone from week to week and I love 
helping. We do lunches and have a game of bingo and 
a laugh,” she adds. 

She admits to constantly making choices to live life to 
the limit and indulging herself as popular hairdressers’

“I love meeting the students and they treat me lovely,” 
she says.

“I told Steve I didn’t want teeth like Cilia Black or 
Stacey Solomon, they would not look good on someone 
my age,” she adds.

Newest car 
brand may 
be ready to 
come of age 


By Matt Kimberley 


INFINITI has only been a separate company 
from its parent Nissan brand for a little more 
than a year now. And Infiniti cars have only 
been built at all since 1989. 

Undeterred, the firm is going up against some of the 
toughest opposition in the car market in the mighty 
shapes of Audi, BMW and Mercedes, who dominate the 
European premium car market almost completely. 

The Q50 is the spearhead with which Infiniti wants to 
give the big Germans a poking on their home turf. It’s 
sharply styled and easy on the eye in either of the body 
styles. 

Sport trim looks surprisingly different from the front 
when you put it next to a more relaxed Premium-spec car, 
but in isolation both look strikingly - refreshingly - dif¬ 
ferent to what’s already out there. It’s sized in between 
BMW’s 3 Series and 5 Series, so it might just be a great 
catch-all compromise. 

The interior design is good, too, with a large centre 
console giving a snug, comfortable feel to a cabin that 
isn’t as open and spacious-seeming as some thanks to a 
windscreen and A-pillar sitting closer to the occupants 
than in rival cars. The console itself is dominated by two 
vertically stacked large screens; the top one recessed 
slightly into the surface and tasked with displaying the 
navigation system readout and visuals from the manoeu¬ 
vring cameras (front and rear). 

Unfortunately this screen is tilted back significantly 
enough to be prone to glare, especially since it’s not 
angled towards the driver in any way. If the sun is coming 
through the passenger side window it can be hard to see 
parts of the navigation readout. 

The lower screen, mounted flush with the console and 
topped with a smooth, glossy plastic cover, is effectively 
the touch-screen control panel via which the driver can 
adjust the myriad settings and personalisation options. It 
is rather vulnerable to fingerprints, but it’s quick to 
respond to touch and offers a clear, crisp app-style layout 
that anyone with a smartphone should feel right at home 
with. 

Economical 

Cabin storage is a mixed bag, with short-ish door 
pockets but a big central bin, which also houses two 12- 
volt power outlets, two USB ports, a 3.5mm jack and even 
a ‘video in’ socket to pipe pictures to the top screen - but 
not while you’re driving. 

Speaking of driving, you can have the Q50 as a diesel, 
which borrows Mercedes’s slightly clattery but poten¬ 
tially very economical 2,143cc four-cylinder engine, or as 
a petrol-electric hybrid that uses the electric motor as a 
‘supercharger’. It works like a charm, too, giving the 
Q50S (the hybrid’s special designation) an instant swell 
of torque low down in the rev range before the 3.5-litre V6 
takes over to pump the overall power output to 360bhp. 

In this guise the car excels in slow traffic under gentle 
throttle inputs, where the engine can switch off alto¬ 
gether until the battery is depleted. With the air condi¬ 
tioning on, though, the engine quite often has to keep 
cutting back in to power the auxiliary systems. 

The rear-wheel drive version of the Q50S is a very fine 
steer on twisty roads, too, where a genuinely adjustable 
and composed chassis shines through, thanks in part to 
the clever Direct Adaptive Steering (DAS), which in a 
world-first move isn’t connected to the front wheels by 
any mechanical means. 

It’s completely fly-by-wire, like a fighter jet, which 
means the steering responsiveness can be customised to 
how the driver wants it. It works brilliantly, giving an 
increased measure of control and a greater sense of confi¬ 
dence, flattering a driver but also giving them the green 
light to exploit the wealth of talent it has. 

There are some small niggles with the new Q50, like the 
sat-nav screen’s glare issue, but it’s thoroughly enjoyable 
to drive. 

It cruises effortlessly, looks arguably much more stylish 
than the alternatives and feels solid. Infiniti’s customer 
service is reportedly somethingspecial, too, and you get 
the feeling that the youngest premium car manufacturer 
out there might be about to come of age.

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Banks in 
tribute to 
legend in 
goal Bert 

WORLD Cup winner 
Gordon Banks paid a heart¬ 
felt tribute to Bert Williams, 
describing him as the most 
agile goalkeeper ever. 

The man recognised as 
Wolves’ greatest keeper 
passed away peacefully at 
Wolverhampton’s New 
Cross Hospital on Sunday 
morning, surrounded by his 
family. He was 93. 

Williams was England’s 
oldest living international 
who played at the World Cup 
in 1950, winning 24 caps in a 
glittering career which saw 
him help Wolves become one 
of the top teams in the 
world, claiming the FA Cup 
in 1949 and the League title 
in 1954. 

In his 420 appearances for 
Wolves from 1945-57 - a club 
record for a goalkeeper 
which stood for 42 years 
until it was overtaken by 
Mike Stowell in 1999 - he 
inspired people such as 
Banks, who is recognised as 
one of the country’s greatest 
goalkeepers and was part of 
England’s 1966 World Cup¬ 
winning team. 

“Bert has to be in the top 
group of goalkeepers to have 
played the game,” the 76- 
year-old said. “He should be 
remembered as the most 
agile goalkeeper ever. 

“He really could leap 
across that goal like no-one 
else.” The pair became firm 
friends in recent years and 
Banks used to travel from 
his home in Crewe to Bert’s 
house in Shifnal.

FORMER Albion boss Gary 
Megson and Liverpool 
legend Robbie Fowler have 
emerged as early candidates 
to replace Graham Turner 
as Shrewsbury manager. 

Turner has ended his 
second stint in charge of 
Town - and most likely his 
managerial career of more 
than 35 years - after a run of 
six straight home defeats. 

Megson, who twice guided 
Albion to the Premier 
League, has not managed 
since being axed by Sheffield 
Wednesday two years ago. 

Coach Michael Jackson 
has been put in charge for 
the next three games as 
Town start the search for 
Turner’s successor. 

Former Villa and Wolves 
boss Turner said: “It’s a very 
sad decision. It’s a club that 
I’ve really enjoyed working 
at, it’s a club that g;ave me 
my first opportunity in man¬ 
agement so I’ll always 
appreciate that, and I will be 
close to the club.” 


Anelka must make the decision say Baggies 


ALBION have told Nicolas Anelka he must 
decide himself whether to fight his FA mis¬ 
conduct charge as the Frenchman’s 
Hawthorns future hangs in the balance. 

Anelka has refused to back down over his 
controversial ‘quenelle’ goal celebration 
and last night sent out a tweet that hinted 
he is ready to contest the FA’s allegations. 

But the Baggies have told the 34-year-old 
he must foot his own legal bills and the deci¬ 
sion over whether to accept or contest the 
charge rests with him and not the club. 

Anelka has consistently denied his 
gesture was intended to be anti-Semitic but 
admitted he was supporting his friend, con-

troversial stand-up comedian Dieudonne, 
who has been banned from performing in 
some French cities over claims of anti-Semi¬ 
tism. 

The forward last night tweeted a link to a 
French news clip in which Roger Cukier- 
man, president of French-based Jewish 
group CRIF, claimed the gesture was not 
anti-Semitic if performed on a football pitch. 

It was tweeted alongside the phrase ‘Rien 
a ajouter’, which translates as ‘nothing to 
add’. 

Anelka has until 6pm today to answer the 


charge, which could mean the end of his 
Albion stay and possibly his career. 

The former France international held a 
40-minute meeting yesterday with 
Hawthorns officials including sporting and 
technical director Richard Garlick, a former 
sports lawyer. 

And he was handed a 34-page FA docu¬ 
ment detailing the charge against him, 
arising from his goal celebration during the 
3-3 draw at West Ham on December 28. 

Albion told the striker they will support 
any case he chooses to mount by providing 
evidence and statements, but made it clear 
he is responsible for compiling the case 


himself.If he accepts the charge, Anelka 
could be punished quickly by the FA with a 
suspension of between five and 10 games 
likely. 

If he fights the charge he may request a 
personal hearing, which could prolong the 
case His fate will be decided by a three-man 
panel, headed by a QC. 

Everton have taken down video in which 
Anelka’s friend, Romelu Lukaku expressed 
his support for his former Chelsea team¬ 
mate. 

“His opinions do not reflect the club’s,” 
they said. 


MEL SHOWS SHAPE 
OF THINGS TO COME 


Albion 1 Everton 1 

IF you thought the appointment was 
risky, wait until you see the football. 

Just as he promised, new head coach Pepe Mel has 
switched to a front-footed pursuit of the points 
Albion will need to silence the alarms which brought 
about his appointment - and fans should steel them¬ 
selves for a white-knuckle ride to the end of the 


season. 

At times, The Hawthorns 
didn’t quite know what to 
make of it all but ultimately 
gave Mel’s opening hand a 
resounding ovation after 
Diego Lugano’s glorious 
75th- minute header can¬ 
celled out Everton’s first- 
half lead provided by Kevin 
Mirallas. 

Ultimately, a game con¬ 
tested at a relentless pace 
delivered a fair result to 
accompany its substantial 
entertainment and the 
home supporters, who began 
to respond to the promised, 
high-tempo urgency of a 
reviving Albion, left wonder¬ 
ing what is in store for them. 

Debut 

They certainly never 
expected the line-up which 
Mel chose to make his debut. 

The right flank was torn 
asunder, Steven Reid and 
Zoltan Gera replacing Billy 
Jones and Morgan Amalfi- 
tano. No YoussoufMulumbu 
and a starting spot, too, for 
Matej Vydra; the man from 
Madrid could not have 
picked a more orthodox and 
English 4-4-2. 

And, yes, a place for 
Nicolas Anelka who chose 
one heck of a moment to 
prove that he might not be 
the troublesome, busted 
flush so many had supposed. 

Anelka was a primary 
source of creative influence 
for Albion before giving way

to Saido Berahino for the 
last 15 minutes. The wide- 
ranging changes were 
clearly the result of a coach 
arriving to view training 
with no entrenched opinions 
of the personnel at his dis¬ 
posal; it also meant another 
appearance for the so-far 
dormant James Morrison. 

He responded with a per¬ 
formance which justified his 
selection, nowhere more evi¬ 
dently than in setting up 
Lugano’s equaliser. 

Mel is striving for a 
balance - “in the first half 
we were too open and in the 
second half we were compact 
and better” - but 
Hawthorns regulars will 
have spotted the change in 
onus. Yacob was hunting 
down opponents much 
further up the pitch, as were 
his full-backs and forwards. 

It gave Albion greater 
urgency but, in an Everton 
team chasing a Champions 
League spot, they found 
opponents to exploit gaps. 

A lack of pace in the centre 
of defence deprived of the 
Yacob- Mulumbu comfort 
blanket will be Mel’s most 
obvious concern - a point 
driven home by Everton’s 
41st-minute goal. One late 
scare saw Everton deprived 
of a winner when Distin, 
clearly offside, converted a 
Gareth Barry shot.
